As shown by the present case, if 
the commissioners decision was 
correct, then {he consequences Of

Refusing benefit during work 


Presho v Department of Health 
and Socal Security 1

outcome. : 

The Court of Appeal so held, in a 
reserved judgment, allowing an 
appeal by Mrs Kathleen Presho 
from a decision of the Social! 
Security Commissioner, Mr Com- 
mişsioner Goodman, on March 27, 
1931, who had dismissed her appeal 
from the Hocal tribinal for 


, Accrington and Rossendale who 


had refused her unemployment 
Tone from November 18 to 22, 
Leave to appeal to the House of 
Lords was grauled.

LORD JUSTICE KERR said that 
the issue as 1o Presho's 
enmtillement lo unemployment ben- 
cfit had been treated as a test case 
from the beginning, since it applied 
to all of 417 production workers — of 
whom she was one ~ at the factory 
of Brooke Bond Oxo Lid, Hariley 
Street, Great Harwood, 

It had also been so treated on this 
appeal, because i1 raised a point of 
considerable general importance on 
the interpretation and application of 
section 1%1) of the Social Security 
Act 1975 as amended by the 
Employment Proteclion Act 1975 
which had not 1 been 
considered by the court, bearing in 
mind that before 1980 there were no 
appeals from the decisions of 
National insurance Commissioners 
{as they were pre viously called). 


e although externally there 
only the appearance ol a 
bruise. The yvicim had died as a 
result of extravasalion of blood 
pressing upon the brain. 

But that waş an unusual case, not 
concerned with wounding withi 
the words of the statute then in 
force, but with the common sense 
meaning of wounding for the 
purpûses of a COrONer’S IOQUISILQN. 
Jt could give no guidance in the 
presenl ca§e. 

Looking at the cases, one saw a 
continuous stream of authoriry 
establishing thal a wound was a 
break in the continuity of he whole 
skin. It would be wrong for the court 
to depart from that. 

The justices" conclusion, that the 
internal rupture of blood vessels 
constituted a wound, had not been 
in accordance with the law because 
there had been no break in the 
whole skin. 

Accordingly. the justices had 
erred in finding he appellant guilty 
and the conviction should be

Mr Rhodes. on bebalf of the 
prosecutor, submiued that that test 
was not sufficient for the purposes 
ofthe [361 Act: that ‘wound? should 
include the rupture of a blood 
vessel. 

He cited R r Warman ((1846) [ 
Den 183) where “rnortal wound”. 
for the purposes of an indictment 
for murder, bad been held 10 
include an internal breach of the 


air gun which L, aiming at the group 
opposite, fired twice. 

Cook had been hit by a pellet in 
the area of the left eye. justices 
had found that the injury amounted 
to a bruise just below the lef 
eyebrow. and that fluid filling the 
front part of his left eye had for a 
ıime afterwards abnormally con- 
tained red blood cells. 

The justices had concluded that 
the abnormal presence of red blood 
cells in the fluid of the eye 
indicating ar least the rupture of a 
blood vessel or vessels internally. 
was suflicient 1o constitute 2 wourkl 
for the purpose of section 20 of ihe 
186l ACL 

The appellant while taking no 
issue with the justices" findings that 
he had becn involved and that he 
had bccn malicious. nevertheless 
coniended that the conviction 
should be quashed because the 
injury had nat constituted a wound. 

His Lordship said that the court 
had been taken through a number of 
cases about what constituted 
wounding, all decided berwecn 1830 
and 1850. by which time the word 
‘wound’ had acquired a setllcd 
meaning. namely. a breach of the 
continuity of the skin: see R + Hood
